RCA’s Specially Designed PA System 
Breaks Sound Barrier In Cook Gym

The sound barrier was broken in Bill Cook Gymna- 
sium this week following the installation of a specially 
engineered public address system. 
The public address system, designed exclusively for 
the SAC gymnasium by RCA, completes the installation 


of every sound facility which can 
be provided in a public address 
system. 

The newly installed unit con- 
sists of three sound systems, the 
first of which is a series of four 
speakers directed to the main 
floor. The second and third sys- 
tems have two speakers each, fac- 
ing the east and west grand 
stands. 

The PA system now makes pos- 
sible the playing of music from 
records, tape, or live radio broad- 
casts, in addition to providing fa- 
cilities for special events held in 
the gymnasium. 

Microphone stations are  con- 
veniently located throughout the 
gym at three points. The first, lo- 
cated at the south end of the

duplicate arrangement has been 
installed on the west side of the 
floor in the press box. 

The third station is the sound 
control room, located just off the 
foyer. This room includes _ the 
amplifying and record playing un- 
its, along with a monitor, which 
enables the engineer to hear what 
is being played over the _ loud- 
speaker. 

In addition to the newly _ in- 
stalled public address system, 
SAC gymnasium also has _per- 
manent broadcasting trunk lines 
for radio station KWIZ and also 
television conduit lines.
